Medical Missionary Will Relate 
Observations on War in Korea 

; S.C.M. Announces Thursday Talk 
Noted Church Worker

On Thursday in the Union Ball- 
room »t five p.m., McGIll students 
■win have an opportunity to hear 
a noted medical missionary recent- 
ly' returned from Korea. 

Dr. Florence Murray, a medical 
missionary of ilirUnilcd Church of 
Canada and a member of the hos- 
pital staff of a mission hospital in 
Seoul, capital of Korea, will relate 
to students her observations on the 
effects of the war on the Korean 
people and on the medical mission- 
ary work in thnt country. 

Mrs. Murray a native of the Mari- 
.. times, first began her work in the 
Far East in J923 when she went to 
Manchuria to woric in a mission 
settlement, there. She was eventual- 
ly transferred to Hamhung In 
North Korea where Khc was in 
charge of a United Church Mis- 
sion Hospital for over 20 years. 
While in North Korea she was able 
to ieam a great deal about the 
Korean pcople^and their problems 

During World' War 11, Dr. Mur- 
ray was interned by the Japanese 
when they overran Korea. Al 
though she spent most of the war 
in the camp she was one of tjic 
few medical missionaries allowed to 
carry on medical work and admin- 
istration in the camp itself. Be- 
cause of her knowledge of the Kor- 
'ean people and Asians generally 
she was able to obtain certain pri- 
vileges and freedom in her worli 
while in the camp. 

After the war, she returijcri to 
Canada for a short time and in lDt7 



she once more took charge of a 
hospital In Seoul. She saw one of 
her own hospital burned while in 
Seoul and experienced part of the 
effects of the war in that city. 

The Students Christian Moment 
at McGill Is sponsoring Dr. Murray 
in the Ballroom Thursday, and in 
the light of the world situation, 
state that they 'feel students will 
be most interested in the speaker 
whom they emphasize has no polit 
ical aflillations and Is in good stand 
Ing with the United Church. .George 
Stcgcn, president of the local chap- 
tor of the S.C.M.. said last night 
thai he foil Dr. Murray, would have 
a message for all students interested 
in the Korean situation and the 
needs of the people of that cour ry. 
which is so prominent in the. world 
scene today. 



Mathematician 
Parlays Pay 
IntoMiliion 

A University of Illinois mathe; 
matlcs professor really knew his 
mathematics — he built up a for- 
tune of close to $1,000,000 from an 
annual salary of $6,000. 

This was dlscloseil today in the 
will of the man who pyramided the 
money— the late Gûorge A. Miller. 

He left his entire estate to the 
University of Illinois. 

Miller, 87, when he died Feb 
10, was a familiar figure on the 
campus. He dressed plainly and 
often ate with students In the cafe- 
teria. Not even his intimates knew 
of his wealth. 

James G. Thomas, the lawyer who 
prepared the will, estimated Miller's 
holdings at betwccri-$!)00,000 and 
$1.000.000.

Professor Quastel came to McGill 
three years ago from Cardiff, Wales.

General Hospital in .ifldiiion to hi.- 
pest at McGUi.

"Dream No l^orc" is an Israeli 
production debcribing the problems 
of adjustment for a Jewish D.P. 
who comes to Israel. He is terrified 
of the prospect of proving himself 
acceptable to Israel. He goes to a 
collective farm where he falls in 
love and is finally accepted. This 
English-speaking film has what is 
described as "charming humour or 
rare qualities; these make the film 
thoroughly enjoyable and worth 
while." : • . ' .

,A movie the theme ot which has 
been termed "Communist inspired 
propaganda" is based on a novel 
wrlttbn by a former McGlll student. 
"Take Care Of My Little Girl" al- 
leged to contain an attack on the 
fraternity-sorority system, origi- 
nated as an M.A. thesis in the Eng- 
lish department and was written 
by Peggy Goodin. . 

The charges were made by L. G. 
Balfour, chairman of the Interfra- 
ternlly Research and Advisory 
Council, and president of a fra- 
ternity jewelry firm. He demanded 
that Twentietlh Century Fox drop 
the film on the sroimd.s that it 
will "give comfort to the enemies 
of our country." He maintained that 
the American: fraternities have 
"served our educational system for 
more than a hundred years." 

Peggy Goodin wrote the novel 
as a thesis for her M.A. at McGlll. 
She received the degree in 1040 and 
her story was published last year 
by the E. P. Dutton Company. Be- 
fore it was off the presses,'.Twen- 
tleth Century Fox paid. $30,000 tor 
the film rights and the author land- 
ed a Job' In Hollywood supervising 
Its production. The picture Is being 
directed by Anatole Litvak, and 
stars Jeanne Grain. 

"Take Care, of My Little Girl" 
Is the story of Liz Erickson who 
joins a college sorority at her 
mother's instigatio^.t^Her mother, a 
former memtié^* of ' thcf' sorority Is 
determined thai her daughter .shall 
have all the social advantages that 
accrued to herself by membership, 
but Liz. has her own ideas. Dis- 
gusted by the snol)i)ery and pre- 
judice that she finds, she' decides to 
quit. 

According to the publisher, The 
novel is primarily "good satirical 
fun; furthermore, it Is a valuable 
insight into the state of affirs in 
countless sorority houses across 
the country. A controversial book, 
"Take Care of My . Little Girl" is 
also an^cotj^emely tunny book. All 
of the'diSra^rs.'i'.iand the Un- 
ivcrfity are imaginary." 

Peggy Goodin says, "Less than 
a century ago women who went 
to college were pioneers In petti- 
coats and spectacles. Bravely they 
invaded an intellectual community 
occupied almost solely by the male 
sex. Of necessity they banded 
together to form mutual-aid-and- 
protection socictie.<; which, in re- 
cent years, have aborted to an In- 



stitution called the Sorority Sys- 
tem. This Is a book about this 
system.'* 

Peggy Goodin came to McGill from 
the University' of Michigan, where 
she won the Avery Howood Award. 
She had already published a novel 
called "Clementine" on which the 
movie, "Mickey" was based. Be- 
cause of her successful background 
In the field of creative writing, 
she was allowed to submit a crea- 
tive work for her thesis. Instead 
of the usual type of research re- 
quired. Several other students have 
since followed this policy. Mi.<;s 
Goodin was forced to withdraw 
for a couple ot years due to ill- 
ness, but she returned and com- 
pleted her work, receiving her 
M.A. In 1949. At -the present time 
she Is in Hollywood supervlzing 
the filming ot her novel

World News Report 



New Peace Talks Are 
Proposedyb^ig Three 



The . United States, Britain, and 
France have proposed to Russia 
that a big four foreign ministers' 
conterence to ease world tensions 
be held In Washington, on a "mu- 
tually acceptable basis" if such can 
be agreed upon . The parallel notes 
from the three countries were de- 
livered yesterday' to Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andre VIshlnsky. It was 
also suggested that preliminary 
meeting ot the representatives of 
the four countries be held In Paris 
on March S, If Russia agrees to 
talk about the real causes ot in- 
ter.n.aUohal difficulties. 

In Korea, United Nations troops 
forged five miles north In pursuit 
of retreating Communists, after 
erasing a deep dent in their eastern 
central front. A tank and artillery 
powered U.S. task force hammered 
out the ten mile dent- and went 
on to capture the town ot Chu- 
chon. 

On the ^ycstern front, recon- 
naissance patrols pushed five miles 
northeast ot Chlpyong, smashing 
C^hinese rearguards covering the 
mall route of Chinese withdrawal 
to South Korea. American, British 
and Turkish troops stretched their 
lines ticht acainst the Han Rivn- 
nil tlic wny from Central Korea 
to Seoul in a continuous line. 



In London, the Labor Govern- 
ment defeated by seven votes, a 
Conservative motion censuring 
Prime Minister Attlee's Govern- 
ment tor writing off a hundred mil- 
lion dollar loss involved, in a plan, 
to grow peanuts In Tanganyika. It 
wag the fifth try this month by 
Conservative leader Winston Chur- 
chill to overthrow the Labor Gov- 
ernment. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent told 
a labor delegation in Ottawa yes 
tcrday that it the Government de 
cidcs that price controls arc neccS' 
sary, he is sure the Canadian peo- 
ple will go along. He added that 
the Government firmly Intends to 
allow rent controls to lapse on 
April 30, but will reinstate thctn 
later U the situation warrants It 
In the House ol Commons Opposl 
tion Party leaders saill that the 
Government should act immediately 
to halt Inflation and the rising 
cost of living. As the Government 
sought broad stand-by powers to 
Impose 'controls when it deems 
them necessary, George Drew, Con 
servative leader, and Solon Low, 
Social Credit leader, said that tnc 
control powers should be used im 
mediately. Mr. Drew felt that the 
existence of price and wajc con 
trois in the U,S. made the use of 
such controls inevitable in Canada. 



Vancouver. B.C. — (CUP) — The 
engineers of the University of Brit- 
iiih Columbia are 'on the rampage 
against. . Forcibly taking over the 
offices of liic UBC publication, 
Ubyssey, the engineers daringly at- 
tempted to publish an unauthorized 
engineers' edition of the Ubyssey 
last week. 

The next step of the engineers, 
who claimed to. have thé support 
of the Engineers Undergraduate 
Society, was to attempt to kidnap 
all Ubyssey stafi members, but they 
succeeded in capturing only one 
Monday editor. Ann Langbcin. Then 
an aroused Ubyssey staff, under 
Editor-ln-chlef Ray Frost, produced 
a one-page "extra" exposing the 
engineers' tactics. 

The next move was up to the 
Ubyssey staff, John MacKinnon, 
Alma Mater Siicicty treasurer, sent 
a letter to the printer, relinquishing 
financial responfibillly for the en- 
gineers' iisuc. In spite of this, the 
engineers, determining to publish 
the paper even if it meant footing 
the bill themselves, , continued! to 
work. 

Later, they struc^, again. Les 
Armour, an editorial writer, was 
assaulted by a group of engineers. 
Armour later phoned the police 
an dmay press charges for assault. 

The engineers then hurriedly 
abandoned their newspaper project,' 
Hustling his cohorts out of the 
shop, Don Dtiguid, EUS president, 
declared: "The sooner we get out 
of here, the better for all ot ua." 
The manager then closed up shop. 

But the engineers were not 
through. Moreen Donaldson, stud- 
ent president was then kidnapped 
In an .attempt to ol)iain.;financing 
for the engineers issue;' She . held |
